But at Vicksburg, 
Wednesday, the water was .7 of a 
foot over the top of the levee. That 
shows the unusual character of 
this flood—a flood which, to judge 
from our records, will not be re- 
peated in 100 years or longer. 
There has not been a break above 
Vicksburg since 1913, until this 
year. : 
“Tf it is decided that we mus. 
build to meet w repetition of this 
flood, the commission will be ready 
to propose a plan of raising the 
levees three. or four feet, and 
strengthening them at some points. 
The present’ height of levees is 18 
to 20 feet, with some sections 22 
feet. 

Objects to Spillways. 

“The commission still holds that 
levees are the way to meet tne 
flood situation. It holds that spill- 
ways will not proye to be worth 
the cost, and will have an unfa- 
vorable effect on the channel »e- 
low such spillways. This objec-

lcuts like the one below New Or- 
leans. Reservoirs would be a good 
thing, if we could manage to have 
them at the places where the high 
water develops—a difficult matter 
to foretell.

Says Mere Foundation of Co- 
operative Marketing Has 
Been Laid in U. S$ 


'By the Associated Press. 

| KANSAS CITY, Mo. May ¢. — 
Any program of co-operative 
marketing to be effective must be 
worked out by the farmers and 
their organizations, W. M. Jardine, 
Secretary of Agriculture, said in 


an address before the International 
Wheat Pool Conference. 

Delegates from Canada, Austra!- 
ia. Russia, from Argentine, and oth- 
@r wheat producing c.untrieg are 

attending the conference. 

“Co-operative marketing,” gaid 
Jardine last night, “cannot be 
handed down by the Government, 
or even friendly organizations. It 
must come from the farmers. It 
must express their needs. It must 
serve their interests. 

“TY believe existing grain market- 
‘ing associations can solve their 
|/ problems with the assistance which 
| Gedarenh the Department of Ag- 
riculture, and the research and 
service institutions of the various 
states can properly give.” 

After reviewing the success of 
the Canadian wheat pool, which 
handles 56 per cent of the Cana- 
dian crop, Secretary Jardine said: 

Conditions in Canada, 
“Advocates of pooling plans in 
| the United States have wondered 
why it has not met w!-h more gen- 
' 


eral favor among wheat producers 
here. The explanation is found in 
the fact that although conditions 
of production and marketing are 
similar, they are not identical. 
“The Canadian crop, consisting 
almost exclusively of one variety 


of hard spring wheat is grown in 


one region, in which production 
and marketing practices are stand- 


ardized. The bulk of the crop. 


passes through one city and over 
‘one route to Eastern and export 
' markets.” 
| “No single co-operative organiza- 
tion controls as much as 2 per 
‘cent of the wheat produced in the 
‘United States. Obviously, there- 
fore, none of them is in a position 
to make extensive improvements 
‘in marketing or influence to any 
important degree the flow of 
‘wheat to market. There is a 
splendid foundation for co-opera- 
tive effort, but the central struc- 
‘ture has not been built. 
' Russians Promise to Help. 
Repreesntatives of the co-opera- 


tive wheat growers of Soviet Ris- 


| sia pledged themselves to the aim 
of international! co-operation in the 
‘production and marketing of 
| wheat. 
| Saul G. Bron of Moscow, head of 
‘the Russian delegation, delivered 
to the conference the message that 
it wags not the intention of the Rus- 
| sian co-operatives to “injure 
| prices.” 

“Russia will sell at the world 
‘price and take her chances with 
the others,” he said. “It will work 
out.” 
| Bron estimated that Russia 
| would export 100,000,000 bushels 
of wheat in the next two years. 
Asked if this might not adversely 
affect the export of American 
wheat and possibly drive down 
| prices, he replied: 

“Perhaps so, but remember that 
'domestic consumption is increas- 
ing, both in Russia and other coun- 
tries.” 

In opening the conference, Chair- 
man CC. C. Burnell, president of the 
' Manitoba wheat pool, declared the 
wheat growers of the world could 
‘stabilize prices only by “interna- 
' tional action.” 

Governments, he sald, could aid 
ithe farmer “but in the last analy- 
| sis he must attend to his own busi- 
| ness.”

Only One Double Winner. 


HE difference in the odds is 


acounted for by the Derby be- 
ing five days later than the 
Preakness. Owners will refrain 
from entering the Derby until 
they note the showing of their 
eligibles in the Preakness. 

However, that means little. 
What with the long rail journey 
and the short period of five days 
between the two big events, only 
one horse in history, if memory 
serves, has carried off the “‘dou- 
ble crown’’—Sir Barton, 

The heroes of the Preakness 
are seldom heard from in the 
Derby. On the other hand, at 
least one horse has shown- 
poorly in the Preakness, only to 
come outintime to cop the rich 
prize at Churchill Downs—Zev.
